Applicants contend that Molnar teaches away from 
the polishing pad having liquid non-water soluble microelements because Molnar requires a lubricating aid which is water soluble. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. The "composed of does not preclude 
the polishing pad from the polishing pad having a water soluble lubricating aid and liquid water insoluble lubricating aid additives. 
Accordingly, the art rejections are sustained. 
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
